Stimson Admits 
Airplanes Were 
Over Los Angeles 


Unidentified 
Craft Believed to 
Have Been 
Enemy Agents 


WASHINGTON -(^-Secretary of 


War Stimson said Thursday that un- 
identified planes possibly as many as 
15 whcih may have been operated 
by the enemy's agents were over Los 
Angeles early Wednesday and were 
fired on by U. S. Army anti-aircraft 
guns. 


Stimson said the raid, described by 


Secretary of Navy Knox as a false 
alarm, occurred between 3:12 and 
4:15 a. m. 


Anti-aircraft guns of the 37th Coast 


Artillery Brigade fired 4,000 rounds 
of ammunition. 


He reported the aircraft were fly- 


ing at speeds ranging from very slow 
to 200 miles an hour and at a height 
of 8,000 to 18,000 feet. 


The planes dropped no bombs and 


causde no casualties. No plane was 
shot down and no American Army 
or Navy planes were in action. 


"Since no bombs 
were 
dropped, 


Stimson said "It's possible that the 
planes might have come from com- 
mercial sources operated by enemy 
agents to spread alarm, disclose lo- 
cation of gun emplacements and slow 
down war operations 
by

WASHINGTON 
—(XP)— 
Secretary 


'Stimson said Thursday that the Unit- 
ed Nations were making a "magni- 
ficent" defense of the Netherlands 
East Indies and had inflicted heavy 
losses on the enemy which he said 
the;Japanese have not disclosed. 


"We fully realize the importance of 


the situation in Java and are giving 
all aid possible," he told a press 
conference. 


In a* tribute to Sir Archibald P. 


Wavell, Stimson reported 
that

southwest 
Pacific command-in-chief 


sustained a broken rib in an aircraft 
accident on a visit to Singapore the 
day before Singapore fell. 


He said Wavell proposed to visit 


the Bataan Peninsula front also but 
General MacArthur advised in a mes- 
sage not to take the risk. 


Protection for 
County Crops 


AAA Program 
Offers Insurance 
Up to 75 Per Cent 


All persons, landowners, tenants, 


sharecroppers, having an interest in 
a 1942 cotton crop may protect their 
share of the crop through cotton 
crop insurance, E. N. 
Marlindale, 


chairman of the county AAA com- 
mittee, said Wednesday in a notice 
to Hempstead. county farmers. 


"Cotton crop insurance is just as 


important to the tenant or sharecrop- 
per as lo the landowner," Mr. Martin- 
dale said. "Indeed, more so, because 
the tenant and sharecropper some- 
times have more difficulty financing 
themselves for the year and suffer 
more from a crop-loss." 


"Those having an interest in a crop 


may insure their interest independent- 
ly of each other," the county com- 
mitteeman said. "That is, tenants or 
.sharecroppers may insure their portion 
of the crop whether or not the land- 
owner insues his, and vice versa." 


Under the cotton crop insurance 


program the cotton producer may in- 
sure his crop for 50 per cent or 75 
per cent, whichever he wishes, of the 
seven year average yield of his farm. 
In the case of a sharecropper, this 
would mean he could insure 
for 


50 per cent or 75 per cent of his in- 
terest in the crop. The premium rate 
will depend on the crop-loss record ol 
the farm. 


Cotton crop insurance will cover 


loss from all unavoidable causes, such 
as flood, storm, drought, insects, ac- 
cidental fires and so forth. The dead- 
line for accepting cotton crop in- 
surance applications in Arkansas is 
March 16.

British Damage 
Big Nazi Ships 


Assert Battleships 
to Be Inactive 
for Long Time ,.,, 


LONDON (XP)- The 26,000-ton Ger- 


man battleships Scharnhorst and Gnei- 
senau and the 10,000-ton heavy Cruisei 
Prince Augen apparently have been 
knocked out of the war for some time 
to come, according to a naval review 
presented in the H^use of Commons 
by the first Lord of the Admiralty 
A. V. Alexander. 


The British submarine Trident sent 


a torpedo aft into a cruiser of the 
Prince Augen class, probably into the 
Prince herself and also may have hit 
an escorting destroyer, it was indicat- 
ed in a communique from the ad- 
miralty. 


The ocean-going submarine, 1090- 


ton at surfacing, has been dogging 
the German-Norwegian sea route and 
it was there that she nailed the heavy 
cruiser. On November 29 the sub- 
marine was credited with successfully 
attacking 7 German transports and 
a supply ship. Three were seen to 
sink and the four others were so 
damaged that their loss was con- 
sidered probable. 


Alexander's statement and the ad- 


miralty's communique disclosed the 
close watch the British are keeping 
on the whereabouts of the three Ger- 
man warships.

British submarine scored 3 torpedo 
hits on an enemy convoy of three 
supply vessels.

Grubs can- be controlled, ho said, if 


every one in a neighborhood will 
treat their cows. March 1 is the lotest 
date for treatment. 


Cattle grubs can bo found by run- 


ning the luind down the cow's back. If 
swellings are detected, the cow should 
be treated, repoi'ts Paul Carrulh, of 
the University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture. If there arc only n few 
grubs in the back, the Extension 
dairyman siiid they mny be squeezed 
out.

Mrs. Smith began to look clown her 
nose at herself because there she 
was, an intelligent young woman do- 
ing absolutely nothing to help win 
the war. 


She haled feeling so useless and so 


inadequate, so she joined 
several 


groups doing war work. She likes the 
work and enjoys the feeling of satis- 
faction it gives her. Now, she figures, 
she is doing her part. 


But is she? In order, to take on as 


much outside work as she has, it has 
been necessary for her to devote less 
time to her family. She often isn't 
at home when her seven-year-old 
boy gets home from school, and there 
is no one to welcome him but the

COMMAND, — There's an unreal 
quality to your first taste of actual 
war. 
You know that the bmobers 


here are daily dealing in death, fight- 
ing for keeps. Yet the total dark- 
ness of complete blackout as you 
start for the hangar seems like a fan- 
tasy—an unreal, half-remembrance of 
exciting, terrifying games from child- 
hood nights. The sentry's sharp chal- 
lenge ns you approach the hangai 
momentarily intensifies the mood. 


Then, .suddenly, the fantasy feeling 


crumbles away. Bursting into the bril- 
liant light within the hangar, you 
know thai Ihis is no game.

Is war. In the center of the huge 
shed mechanics are giving last-min- 
ute checkups

bombers, bristling with guns, soon lo

Jawaharlal landed in jail so often 
hat Gandhi commented: 
"Believe me, if Jawaharlal is not in 
ail today, it is not because he is 
fraid of it. He is quite capable of 
mounting the gallows with a smile on 
lis lips." 


By 1935 Nehru and Gandhi working 
ogether, had won for the Indians a 
:onstitution providing for provincial 
autonomy.

inced hard-boiled 
American news- 


men of their ability at governing 
hemselves locally. 
Then came the war. India found 


lerself in it without even being con- 
sulted. Restrictions were placed on 
self-government. 
Many of India's in-

OXFORD, England — This univer- 


sity town, where thousands of Amer- 
ican Rhodes scholars have studied, has 
changed so radically under the ham- 
mering of war that it is now being 
labeled as England's most cosmopoli- 
tan town. 


Twenty 
thousand 
evacuees 
from 


London and the surrounding cities, a 
smaller number of refugee scholars 
from Europe, plus a constant stream 
of soldiers and airmen have so chang- 
ed the face of Oxford that the Uni- 
versity no longer dominates the town. 


Students and professors are in the 


minority now and when groups of 
black-gowned young men and women 
)edal down High Street on their bi- 
:ycles today, they cause scarcely a 
•ipple among the civilians who crowd 
iidewalks, cafes and theaters. 


Accommodations are difficult to get,

There is no longer the leisurcli-

industry from the job of remaking a 
part that the farmer once owned.
